The advent of Wftrfl introduced » now stratum into the 
Indian culture After tli<- military clash wa- <jver,exige»- 
oies political and sound ushered in an atmosphere «f ffimidli- 
nee< finuliiiitlo a nett- ayuttiesi* developed, which gave 
birth in Ludo-fidiimiY culture. In every sphere M mn tu) and 
intellectual life, in wuwtners and i-untnnls, in art and litera¬ 
ture. the coniiuemr* and the conquered inevitably itn|ire*»+*d 
themselves on oath other. And by the end of the l-iIL and 
the beginning of (hr 14 th century, ludia began to wittm* a 
change in tin cultural nntlook. 

Against their bloody war* and their rulhW dretnU'fcum 
gf llimUi mid Jain temples, is the cans true live will of thp fur¬ 
bish invaders, which muni felled itself jire-aniinunth in the 
bust' edifices they erected. In tb*- tteginucng they obtained 
their material: from Hindu temples, reducing them to mere 
debris; hut later, when Mnulirn hegemony was firmly «!a- 
blishcd, they planned and con»tnt&ted independently, I'u 
India itself, nrrbifcBctttre had greatly developed, and AlWruni, 
who had seen the architectnreI splendour of Baghdad, was 
greatly a muted at the (irpllmii'* of Indian craftsmanship. 
About the temples and buildings ©f India he suys llinl his 
people "are uimbje to deVrtht them, runeh lean to cunstnifit 
anything like them." Obeiously there writ no dearth of 
■killed architect* and masons in this country. The early 
Muslim Saltans employed them freely, and the building* 
constructed by them to suit the taste of "their Muslim patrons 
hew an impress of both Hindu nnd Muslim styles nf arc hi tec¬
